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MORMON  BATTALION  HONOURED

march  in  history.  Not  only  was  the  march  the 
longest  in  history,  but  the  men  making  it  did 
so  under  extreme  hardship:  their  families  had 
been  left  to  fend  for  themselves  in  their  trek 
across  the  plains.  All  this  they  did  to  prove  their 
loyalty.

EDITORIAL 

UNDER  THE  DIRECTION  of  the 
Secretary  of  Defence  for  the 
United  States  government,  a  com- 
mittee was  recently  appointed  to 
make  a  study  of  the  "brain-wash- 
ings" which  resulted  in  some  of  the 
American  soldiers  in  Korea  turn- 
ing Communist. 

The  behaviour  of  the  men  in 
prison  camps,  as  reported  by  other 
soldiers,  was  carefully  gone  into. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  measure 
the  mo.al  stamina  of  all  prisoners 
The  effect  of  education,  home  en- 
vironment, basic  patriotism  and 
other  factors  were  carefully  ex- 
amined. 

When  the  result  of  the  study 
was  finally  written,  some  definite 
causes  of  the  breakdowns  were 
listed. 

It  was  discovered  that  most  of 
the  men  were  able  to  withstand 
the  pressure  of  prison  life  and 
brain-washings  because  of  proper 
family  life  at  home,  a  definite  and 
well  developed  religious  back- 
ground, a  good  education,  and 
training  in  the  Boy  Scout  move- 
ment. 

THE  COMMITTEE  also  reported 
that  the  weakness  of  the  men  who 
broke  was  in  the  realm  of  char- 
acter, will  and  spirit,  with  lack  of 
religious  background  and  faith.  It 
was  shown  too  that  an  amazingly 
high  percentage  of  these  men  had 
a  very  hazy  concept  of  right  and 
wrong.  Opportunism  was  very 
easy  for  them.  They  readily  did 
what  seemed  to  be  expedient  for 
the  moment. 

Those  who  have  studied  the  find- 
ing of  this  committee  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  those  who 
succumbed  to  the  brain-washing  of 
the  Communists  had  already  lost 
their  battle    before    they    entered 


the  military  service. 

Lack  of  religion,  lack  of  whole- 
some family  life,  lack  of  character 
—a  by-product  of  no  faith  and 
poor  home  life— had  taken  over 
before  they  ever  faced  the  brain- 
washers. 

Those  who  survived  and  came 
home  strong,  patriotic  and  free, 
were  the  men  in  whom  had  been 
developed  real  character,  through 
religious  and  good  home  training, 
before  they  ever  joined  the  ser- 
vice. 

The  lesson  in  this  study  hardly 
needs  to  be  pointed  out  to  anyone. 

As  the  F.B.I,  has  studied  the 
American  crime  problem,  the  con- 
clusion has  been  quite  similar  to 
the  above. 

Crime  comes  from  a  breakdown 
of  character.  Lack  of  character, 
again  is  the  by-product  of  poor 
homes  and  no  faith  in  God. 

On  the  other  hand,  studies  of 
American  youth  show  that  by  and 
large  those  who  do  not  get  into 
trouble  are  those  with  good  family 
training,  good  Church  training, 
and  good  education. 

RECENTLY  OKLAHOMA  UNI- 
VERSITY'S football  coach  told  a 
student  audience  in  Los  Angeles 
that  religion  makes  better  football 
players. 

Paraphrasing  the  adaptation  of 
a  popular  phrase,  he  said,  "A  team 
that  prays  together  plays  to- 
gether." 

He  said  that  religion  makes  a 
better  player  out  of  any  athlete, 
that  Christianity  in  sports  helps 
create  team  co-operation.  He 
added  that  players  without  re- 
ligious convictions  have  tendencies 
to  "fall  for  glory,  glamour  and 
material  things."

Taking  the  place  of  our  question  and  answer  column  this 
month,  we  have  decided  to  print  the  following  letters.  They  have 
special  significance  for  members  and  officials  throughout  the 
mission. 

Dear  President  Fisher: 

Brother  Douglas  I.  Meyer  came  into  my  office  this  morning  and 
handed  me  your  letter  dated  May  28,  in  which  you  asked  that  I  extend 
to  him  assistance  in  getting  himself  and  his  family  located  in  Calgary. 
He  has  been  here  two  weeks  endeavouring  to  get  employment  and  so  far 
has  been  unable  to  do  so.  Conditions  here  are  not  good  because  of  the 
slump  in  the  oil  market;  in  fact,  many  people  are  being  laid  off  and  few 
new  ones  are  being  employed.  He  has  been  to  the  Railway  companies 
but  finds  that  there  is  no  vacancy.  He  seems  to  be  a  very  good  type  and 
I  am  prepared  to  recommend  him,  and,  in  fact,  am  contacting  different 
machine  and  engineering  companies  in  an  endeavour  to  help  him  get 
employment.  I  have  also  asked  him  to  register  with  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Commission.  I  am  delighted  to  do  anything  I  can  to  help 
these  people  to  get  established  but  feel  that  the  risk  is  too  great  for  a 
family  to  come  this  far  without  something  fairly  definite  in  mind.  Brother 
Meyer  seems  quite  worried  this  morning  as  he  has  only  sufficient  money 
to  do  him  another  month.

Will  you  be  good  enough  to  follow  this  procedure  in  the  future,  which 
will  greatly  facilitate  their  integration  into  the  branch  to  which  they 
come,  not  only  religiously  but  socially.

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FROM  THE  PRESIDEIT'S 


/"VNE  of  the  loveliest  experiences 
^  of  our  visit  to  this  beautiful 
land  of  South  Africa  took  place  a 
short  time  ago,  when  Sister  Fisher 
and  I  visited  the  home  of  Sister 
Brummer  of  North  Western 
Branch.  This  sweet  little  lady, 
now  in  her  89th  year,  manifest  so 
much  charm  and  loveliness  that 
we  were  deeply  impressed.  Her 
love  for  the  gospel  was  paramount 
in  everything  she  said  and  did, 
and  we  feel  she  is  in  very  deed  an 
example  of  the  great  influence 
that  membership  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God  brings  into  our  lives.  While 
visiting  in  the  Brummer  home,  I 
asked  Sister  Cecilia  Mans,  a  daugh- 
ter, to  write  a  brief  history  of  the 
family.  With  the  help  of  President 
I.  C.  Louw,  this  history  was  pre- 
pared and  we  believe  you  will  find 
great  interest  in  reading  the  story 
of  a  family  who  followed,  literally 
and  without  hesitation  the  injunc- 
tion of  the  Master: 

"But  seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  and  his  righteousness;  and 
all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you."     (Matt.  6:  33.) 

ONE  day  in  October,  1914,  my 
parents,  Johannes  Paulus  and 
Elizabeth  Lilian  Brummer,  were 
visiting  friends.  As  we  lived  about 
nine  miles  from  town,  it  was  neces- 
sary for  someone  to  stay  and  take 
care  of  the  house.  Being  the  eldest 
daughter,  this  lot  fell  on  me.  Some 
school  friends  and  I  were  playing 
the  organ  and  singing,  when  a 
knock  came  at  the  door.  Two 
young  men  stood  on  the  verandah 
and  introduced  themselves  as  mis- 
sionaries, saying  that  they  wished 
to  leave  some  tracts  for  my  father. 
When  my  parents  came  home  I 
told  them  of  the  young  men  and 
showed  them  the  pamphlets.  I 
don't    know    whether    my    father 


read  them  immediately,  but  when 
the  missionaries  returned,  in  about 
a  fortnight,  Father  invited  them 
in  and  talked  with  them,  but  told 
them  that  he  was  not  interested 
in  going  from  one  church  to 
another. 

At  this  time  my  father  and  a 
friend,  Mr.  Scheepers,  were  study- 
ing the  Bible  together  at  our  home. 
Father  told  him  of  the  Mormon 
Missionaries  and  learned  in  return 
that  Mr.  Scheepers  had  met  them 
also.  Mr.  Scheepers  also  knew  a 
man  with  a  copy  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  which  book  my  father  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  see.  Upon 
hearing  that  the  man  wouldn't  loan 
the  book,  Father  went  to  his  home 
and  asked  to  see  it.  He  read  the 
Testimony  of  the  Three  Witnesses, 
and  paging  through  it,  he  read 
with  great  interest,  the  story  of 
King  Benjamin.  He  also  came 
across  the  8th  chapter  of  Moroni 
concerning  the  baptism  of  infants. 
This  was  something  he  had  always 
been  against  in  the  Dutch  Re- 
formed Church,  and  thereupon  he 
made  up  his  mind  to  obtain  a  Book 
of  Mormon  for  himself.  He  had 
always  felt  that  infants  were  inno- 
cent and  that  there  was  no  neces- 
sity for  them  to  be  baptized. 

Father  requested  Mr.  Scheepers 
to  send  the  missionaries  to  our 
house  the  next  time  he  saw  them, 
as  he  had  the  conviction  that  this 
was  the  word  of  God.  The  Mis- 
sionaries were  not  keen  to  return 
because  they  remembered  the 
words  of  mv  father,  that  he  didn't 
believe  in  going  from  one  church 
to  another.  However,  at  Father's 
insistance,  Mr.  Scheepers  prevailed 
unon  them  to  come  after  about 
two  weeks. 

Father  bought  a  Book  of 
Mormon  from  them  and  started 
studying  it  at  once,  with  his  Bible 
next  to  him  for  reference.  Having 
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left  the  mine  on  phthisis  pension, 
he  was  able  to  sit  in  the  garden 
daily  and  study.  Every  night  after 
supper,  Mother  and  we  children 
had  to  sit  and  listen  to  what 
Father  had  read  from  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  The  Missionaries  also 
left  all  the  available  literature  as 
Father  was  convinced  that  this 
was  the  true  church. 

During  the  time  that  Father 
was  studying  the  gospel,  my 
brother  Stephen  was  struck  on  the 
side  of  the  head  with  a  rock,  while 
playing,  causing  him  to  become 
very  ill.  Doctors  were  called  to 
diagnose  the  trouble,  but  were  un- 
able to  do  so.  An  Indian  doctor 
diagnosed  it  as  a  blood  clot  and 
prescribed  intensive  treatment 
which  my  parents  administered 
without  improvement  in  Stephen's 
condition.  Some  doctors  said  that 
it  would  be  better  for  the  boy  to 
pass  away,  as  if  he  did  live  he 
would  be  mentally  deficient. 

One  evening  Father  called  us  to- 
gether and  told  us  he  was  sure  that 
if  this  church  which  the  mission- 
aries had  been  telling  us  about  was 
true,  that  they  could  administer  to 
my  brother  with  oil  and  he  would 
recover.  The  missionaries  were  at 
this  time  working  in  Pretoria  and 
had  left  us  no  address.  Father  re- 
quested that  we  all  kneel  down  to- 


gether and  ask  the  Lord  to  send 
the  Missionaries  to  our  home  im- 
mediately as  they  were  required 
there. 

The  next  morning  as  Father 
stood  at  the  front  gate  the  Mis- 
sionaries turned  up.  They  asked 
Father  if  there  was  anything 
wrong.  He  invited  them  inside  and 
told  them  of  my  brother's  illness. 

The  Missionaries  told  Father 
that  when  they  were  in  Pretoria 
the  previous  day,  they  suddenly 
felt  an  urge  to  return  to  Johan- 
nesburg. So  strong  was  the  urge 
that  they  immediately  came  back, 
arriving  at  their  room  about  mid- 
night. In  the  morning  they  pre- 
pared to  go  tracting,  but  felt  that 
they  were  wanted  elsewhere.  They 
decided  to  ask  the  Lord  in  prayer 
what  they  should  do,  and  while 
praying  they  were  instructed  to  go 
to  Waterval  where  our  home  was 
situated. 

Father  asked  if  they  would  ad- 
minister to  my  brother,  to  which 
the  Missionaries  replied  that  if  my 
parents  had  sufficient  faith,  they 
were  sure  that  he  could  be  healed. 
Oil  was  consecrated,  and  with  all 
of  us  surrounding  the  bed  Stephen 
was  administered  to.  Father  and 
the  Missionaries  left  the  room, 
but  Mother  and  I  remained  with 
the  corpse-like  boy.  About  half  an 
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hour  later,  he  asked  to  be  lifted  up 
and  to  have  a  pillow  placed  at  his 
back,  for  the  first  time  in  several 
days.  He  asked  to  see  the  men  who 
had  been  in  his  room.  As  they 
entered,  he  spoke  the  words, 
"Thank  you  very  much."  His  im- 
provement continued  and  he  soon 
left  his  bed.  In  spite  of  what  the 
doctors  had  said,  Stephen  lived  to 
marry  and  raise  a  large  family. 

This  incident  naturally  in- 
creased my  father's  testimony,  as 
it  also  did  mine.  We  continued  to 
investigate  the  gospel  more  dili- 
gently. 

At  this  time  I  was  a  teacher  in 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Sunday 
School.  I  was  also  studying  for 
confirmation,  but  was  not  too 
happy  about  it.  I  was  concerned 
about  being  born  again,  but  could 
not  understand  it.  Eventually  I 
was  confirmed,  but  still  unhappy. 
One  Sunday  afternoon,  I  returned 
from  Sunday  School  and  went 
to  my  room  and  asked  the  Lord 
to  help  me  to  understand  what  it  is 
to  be  born  again.  This  was  revealed 
to  me  clearly. 

In  September  1915,  Father  asked 
for  baptism,  as  he  had  a  testimony 
of  the  divinity  of  the  restored 
gospel.  When  he  told  me  of  his 
decision,  I  at  once  said  that  I 
wished    to    be    the    first    of    his 


children  to  join  him.  He  asked  me 
about  my  Sunday  School  class, 
which  I  told  him  I  would  give  up 
at  once.    I  did  so  the  next  Sunday. 

When  the  Missionaries  heard 
that  Father  wanted  to  be  baptized, 
they  asked  about  Mother,  but 
Father  said  that  she  was  not 
quite  ready  yet,  as  she  was  the 
only  one  from  her  parental  home 
who  had  investigated  the  gospel, 
and  she  felt  it  was  difficult  to  take 
the  step.  They  advised  Father  to 
wait  a  while  until  Mother  was 
ready,  as  it  was  better  for  a  whole 
family  to  come  into  the  church  to- 
gether. Father  agreed  to  wait,  but 
worked  with  Mother  more  fer- 
vently. On  November  28,  1915,  my 
father,  my  mother,  my  brothers 
Stephen  and  Andrew  and  I  were 
baptized.  My  sister  Lilly  and 
brother  Hansie  were  blessed  as 
they  were  too  young  to  be  baptized. 
My  brother  Willie  and  his  wife 
were  also  baptized  later,  and  the 
two  of  them  fulfilled  a  mission  to- 
gether  in   South   Africa. 

A  big  hole  was  dug  in  our  back- 
yard and  lined  with  bricks  and 
used  as  a  baptismal  font.  There 
was  a  clear  water  spring  flowing 
into  it  all  the  time.  Many  other 
converts  used  it  as  well.  In  fact  it 
was  used  until  the  first  Ramah 
was  built  with  its  indoor  facilities.

Father  took  tracts  and  pam- 
phlets and  visited  his  other  brother 
and  talked  to  him  about  the 
church.  When  we  were  baptized, 
he  declined  Father's  invitation  for 
him  and  his  family  to  attend  the 
service  and  see  things  for  them- 
selves, making  the  statement  that 
we  would  be  back  in  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church  in  six  months. 

After  our  baptism,  Father  con- 
tinued to  work  with  his  brother, 
but  one  day  he  told  Father  not  to 
discuss  the  church  in  his  home 
anymore,  as  he  had  no  interest.  My 
uncle  was  then  told  that  there  is 
a  certain  duty  within  the  church 
for  the  eldest  member  of  the  family 
to  perform,  and  that  if  he  was  not 
going  to  accept  the  gospel,  then 
the  responsibility  would  be  under- 
taken by  my  father.  This  state- 
ment astounded  him,  and  not 
wanting  someone  else  to  have 
honours  which  could  be  his,  he 
asked  Father  what  this  responsi- 
bility was.  Father  gave  him  the 
book,  "The  Voice  of  Warning"  to 
read.  One  day  my  uncle  came 
straight  to  our  house  from  the 
mine  where  he  had  been  working 
underground.  He  said  that  there, 
thousands  of  feet  under  the  sur- 
face, the  Lord  had  revealed  to  him 
through  this  book,  that  this  was 
the  true  church.  He  asked  for 
more  books. 

Although  his  wife  was  very  bit- 
ter, my  uncle  continued  to  investi- 
gate the  church,  regularly  attend- 
ing Sunday  School  at  our  home. 
With  the  hope  that  his  wife  might 


be  influenced,  he  asked  if  the 
Sunday  School  could  be  held  at 
his  home  for  a  while.  The  success 
of  this  move  was  evidenced  by  the 
baptism  of  his  whole  family,  who 
remained  faithful  members  until 
their  deaths. 

When  the  Missionaries  were 
called  home  in  1918,  Father  was 
place  in  charge  of  the  Church  in 
Johannesburg.  We  walked  about 
three  miles  to  the  nearest  bus  stop 
or  tram  terminus,  rain  or  shine, 
and  often  returned  home  from 
meetings  at  midnight.  Father  and, 
Willie  each  served  as  Branch  Presi~ 
dent  at  Ramah,  and  Willie  is 
Branch  President  at  North  Western 
today. 

Meetings  were  held  in  our  home 
from  1915  to  1958,  when  owing  to 
Mother's  illness — she  has  been 
bed-ridden  for  three  years  —  we 
found  it  impossible  to  get  the  home 
ready  for  meetings.  It  was  a  sad 
day  for  us  when  meetings  were 
held  in  someone  else's  home.  Occa- 
sionally testimony  meetings  are 
still  held  here  and  just  recently, 
Mother,  who  celebrates  her  eighty- 
ninth  birthday  this  month,  bore 
from  her  sick  bed,  her  testimony  to 
the  truthfulness  of  the  restored 
gospel. 

We  have  all  received  great  joy  in 
serving  the  Lord  during  our  mem- 
bership in  the  Church,  and  I  wish 
to  bear  my  personal  testimony  that 
I  know  from  the  bottom  of  my 
heart  that  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  the 
only  true  church  here  on  earth. 


If  I  could  choose  what  of  all  things  would  be  at  the  same  time  the 
most  delightful  and  useful  to  me,  I  should  prefer  a  firm  religious  belief 
to  every  other  blessing;  for  this  makes  life  a  discipline  of  goodness; 
creates  new  hope  when  all  earthly  ones  vanish;  throws  over  the  decay 
of  existence  the  most  gorgeous  of  all  lights;  awakens  life  even  in 
death;  makes  even  torture  and  shame  the  ladder  of  ascent  to  paradise; 
and  far  above  all  combinations  of  earthly  hopes,  calls  up  the  most 
delightful  visions  of  the  future,  the  security  of  everlasting  joys,  where 
the  sensualist  and  the  sceptic  view  only  gloom,  decay,  annihilation 
and  despair. — Sir  Humphrey  Davy. 
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CHURCH  ATTITUDE 

(The  following  article  is  a  chapter  from  the  book  "Evidences 
and  Reconciliations" ,  by  Dr.  John  A.  Widtsoe,  who  was  a  member  of 
the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  for  a  number  of  years  until  his  death.) 


THIS  question,  frequently  asked, 
is  readily  answered. 

The  Church,  the  custodian  of  the 
gospel  on  earth,  looks  with  full 
favour  upon  the  attempts  of  men  to 
search  out  the  facts  and  laws  of 
nature.  It  believes  that  men  of 
science,  seekers  after  truth,  are  often 
assisted  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  in 
such  researches.  It  holds  further 
that  every  scientific  discovery  may 
be  incorporated  in  the  gospel,  and 
that,  therefore,  there  can  be  no  con- 
flict between  true  religion  and 
correct  science.  The  Church  teaches 
that  the  laws  of  nature  are  but  im- 
mutable laws  of  the  Creator  of  the 
universe. 

This  view  has  been  held  con- 
sistently by  the  Latter-day  Saints 
from  the  organization  of  the  Church. 
A  revelation  given  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  in  1832,  when  science 
was  yet  in  its  swaddling  clothes, 
declares: 


And  I  give  unto  you  a  command- 
ment that  you  shall  teach  one 
another  the  doctrine  of  the  kingdom. 

Teach  ye  diligently  and  my  grace 
shall  attend  you,  that  you  may  be 
instructed  more  perfectly  in  theory, 
in  principle,  in  doctrine,  in  the  law 
of  the  gospel,  in  all  things  that  per- 
tain unto  the  kingdom  of  God,  that 
are  expedient  for  you  to  understand. 

Of  things  both  in  heaven  and  in 
the  earth,  and  under  the  earth; 
things  which  have  been,  things  which 


are,  things  which  must  shortly  come 
to  pass:  things  which  are  at  home, 
things  which  are  abroad;  the  wars 
and  the  perplexities  of  the  nations, 
and  the  judgments  which  are  on  the 
land;  and  a  knowledge  also  of  coun- 
tries and  of  kingdoms  .  .  . 

And  as  all  have  not  faith,  seek 
ye  diligently  and  teach  one  another 
words  of  wisdom  yea,  seek  ye  out 
of  the  best  books  words  of  wisdom; 
seek  learning,  even  by  study  and  also 
by  faith.  (D.  &  C.  88:  77,  78,  79, 
118). 

President  Brigham  Young  fre- 
quently expressed  support  of  the 
labours  of  men  of  science.  For 
example,  in  one  of  his  sermons  he 
said: 

I  am  not  astonished  that  infidelity 
prevails  to  a  great  extent  among  the 
inhabitants  of  the  earth,  for  the 
religious  teachers  of  the  people 
advance  many  ideas  and  notions  for 
truth  which  are  in  opposition  to  and 
contradict  facts  demonstrated  by 
science,  and  which  are  generally 
understood  ...  In  these  respects  we 
differ  from  the  Christian  world,  for 
our  religion  will  not  clash  with  or 
contradict  the  facts  of  science  in  any 
particular  (Discourses  of  Brigham 
Young,  pp,  397,398). 

President  Joseph  F.  Smith  made 
similar  statements: 

We  believe  in  all  truth,  no  matter 
to  what  subject  it  may  refer.  No 
sect  or  religious  denomination  in  the 
world  possesses  a  single  principle  of 
truth  that  we  do  not  accept  or  that 
we  will  reject.  We  are  willing  to 
receive  all  truth,  from  whatever 
source  it  may  come;  for  truth  will 
stand,  truth  will  endure  .  .  .  True 
science  is  that  system  of  reasoning 
which  brings  to  the  fore  the  simple, 
plain  truth  (Joseph  F.  Smith, 
Gospel  Doctrine,   pp.  1,  6). 
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TOWARDS  SCIENCE? 


The  gospel  and  science  have  the 
same  objective — the  discovery  and 
possession  of  truth — all  truth.  Hence 
follows  the  attitude  of  the  Church 
toward  science  expressed  at  the  head 
of  this  chapter.  However,  science 
has  been  content,  until  recently,  to 
study  the  material  universe,  and  to 
leave  its  findings  without  reference 
to  thair  possible  effect  upon  human 
conduct.  The  gospel  on  the  other 
hand  is  primarily  concerned  with 
the  manner  in  which  truth  is  used 
in  the  spiritual  field,  that  is,  with 
human  conduct.  For  example, 
science  has  discovered  explosives  of 
great  power,  and  has  shown  how  by 
their  use  rocks  may  be  shattered  or 
projectiles  shot  through  the  air,  and 
has  left  this  knowledge  without 
comment  as  to  its  proper  use.  The 
gospel  teaches  that  this  new  power 
be  not  used  in  warfare,  for  wars  are 
evil,  but  that  it  be  used  in  the  peace- 
ful arts  of  man.  The  gospel  deals 
with  right  and  wrong;  science  as  yet 
has  scarcely  touched  this  field.  The 
gospel  accepts  God  as  the  author 
of  all  knowledge;  science  gathers 
facts  and  tries  to  interpret  them, 
without  reference  to  a  Supreme 
Being.  In  short,  the  gospel  is  the 
more  inclusive;  present-dav  science, 
less  inclusive.  In  the  end,  the  two 
must  become  as  one,  for  their 
common  objective  is  truth. 

The  Church  holds  that  the 
methods  used  bv  science  to  discover 
truth  are  legitimate.  Indeed,  all 
instruments  and  means  developed 
for  the  exploration  of  nature  are 
welcomed.  The  Church  claims  the 
right  to  employ,  in  addition,  such 
processes  as  are  peculiarly  fitted  to 
its  search  for  truth  in  the  spiritual 
domain,  which  in  turn  may  be- 
come tools  in  the  advancement  of  a 
future  science  freed  from  its  present 
material  bondage. 

In  this  wholehearted  acceptance 
of  science,  the  Church  makes,  as 
must  every  sane  thinker,  two  reser- 
vations: 

First,  the  facts  which  are  the 
building  blocks  of  science  must  be 
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honestly  and  accurately  observed.  In 
science,  as  in  every  human  activity, 
dishonesty,  carelessness,  or  aberra- 
tions of  senses  or  mind  may  be 
encountered.  The  Church  expects 
science  to  present  accurately  observed 
and  fully  corroborated  facts.  Loose 
methods  of  study  are  not  acceptable. 
Indeed,  the  vast  body  of  scientific 
facts  has  been  so  carefully  garnered 
that  it  may  in  the  main  be  accepted 
without  question. 

Second,  the  interpretations  of 
observed  facts  must  be  distinctly 
labelled  as  inferences,  and  not  con- 
fused with  facts.  The  human  mind 
properly  attempts  to  explain  or 
interpret  the  phenomena  of  nature, 
the  facts  of  observation.  A  pencil 
looks  bent  in  a  glass  of  water.  Why? 
Does  the  sun  move  around  the 
earth,  or  does  the  earth  revolve 
upon  its  axis,  to  give  the  effect  of 
day  and  night?  The  answers  to  such 
questions  are  explanations  or  inter- 
pretations, really  inferences,  often 
called  hypotheses  or  theories.  These 
do  not  have  the  certain  value  of 
facts,  for  they  usually  change  as  new 
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facts  are  brought  forward.  For 
example,  with  the  knowledge  at  his 
command,  Newton  advanced  the 
theory  that  light  consists  of  particles; 
later,  Young  explained  the  pheno- 
mena of  light  as  forms  of  wave 
motion;  today  with  increasing  know- 
ledge, both  of  these  theories  are 
questioned,  and  another  one  is  in 
the  making.  Meanwhile,  the  pheno- 
mena of  light  remain  unchanged; 
they  are  the  same  today  as  in  the 
time  of  Newton.  Occassionally,  but 
seldom,  an  inference  such  as  the 
cause  of  night  and  day  becomes  so 
well  supported  by  discovered  facts 
that  it  assumes  the  dignity  of  a  fact. 
Most  inferences,  however,  are  in  a 
condition  of  constant  change,  due  to 
the  continuing  accumulation  of  new 
knowledge. 

Dr.  Albert  Einstein,  author  of  the 
relativity  theory,  speaks  of  scientists 
as  men  who  seek  solutions  of  the 
mysteries  in  the  book  of  nature 
(Einstein  and  Infeld,  The  Evolution 
of  Physics,  pp.  1,  5).  He  insists 
that  nature's  mystery  story  is  not 
only  still  unsolved  but  may  not  have 
a  final  solution.  All  that  man  can 
do  is  to  collect  facts,  arrange  them 
in  an  orderly  fashion,  and  then  to 
make  them  understandable  by 
"creative  thought" — that  is,  by  the 
formulation  of  inferences,  explana- 
tions, interpretations,  hypotheses  or 
theories,  whatever  the  name  may  be. 

In  this  particular  do  Latter-day 
Saints,  in  common  with  all  thinkers, 
sound  a  warning  to  science.  There 
must  be  a  distinct  segregation  of 
facts  and  inferences  in  the  utterances 
of  scientific  men.  Readers  of 
science  should  always  keep  this 
difference  in  mind.  Even  well- 
established  inferences  should  not 
lose  their  inferential  label.  The 
facts  discovered  by  an  eminent  in- 


vestigator may  be  safely  accepted; 
his  explanations  may  be  of  doubtful 
value. 

It  is  within  recent  time  that  Milli- 
kan  and  Compton,  both  Nobel  prize 
winners,  held  widely  differing  ex- 
planations of  the  nature  of  "cosmic 
rays".  And,  recently,  also,  the  dis- 
covery of  the  skull  of  a  prehistoric 
ape  with  a  set  of  human-like  teeth 
has  overthrown  the  inference  that 
teeth  are  always  true  indications  of 
the  place  of  a  fossil  in  the  evolu- 
tionary scale.  With  respect  to  this 
latter  matter,  there  was  pathos  in 
the  remark  of  the  famous  anthro- 
pologist, Sir  Arthur  Keith,  that 
"This  discovery  has  destroyed  the 
finer  points  we  anthropologists 
depend  on  for  drawing  the  line 
between  anthropoid  and  man." 

In  summary:  The  Church  supports 
and  welcomes  the  growth  of  science. 
It  asks  only  that  the  facts  of  science 
be  as  accurately  determined  as 
human  powers  permit,  and  that  con- 
fusion between  facts  of  science  and 
inferences  of  science  be  earnestly 
avoided. 

The    religion    of    the    Latter-day 
Saints  is  not  hostile  to  any  truth, 
nor  to  scientific  search  for  truth. 
"That    which    is    demonstrated, 
we  accept  with  joy,"  said  the  First 
Presidency     in     their     Christmas 
greeting  to  the  Saints,  "but  vain 
philosophy,    human    theory,    and 
mere  speculations  of  men  we  do 
not  accept,  nor  do  we  adopt  any- 
thing contrary  to  divine  revelation 
or    to    good    common    sense,   but 
everything  that  tends  to  right  con- 
duct, that  harmonizes  with  sound 
morality,    and    increases   faith   in 
Deity,   finds  favour   with   us,   no 
matter  where  it  may  be  found.' 
(Josenh  F.  Smith,  Gospel  Doctrine, 
p.    48).

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MOTHER'S  CHARGE 
TO  BE  EXAMPLE 


Children  are  the  jewels  of  our 

country, 
The  most  precious  of  the  land, 
God    only    lent    them    to    their 

parents 
For  polishing  by  hand. 

WHEN  a  mother  brings  a  spirit 
into  this  world  she  auto- 
matically becomes  the  custodian  of 
that  spirit.  Our  Heavenly  Father 
has  loaned  to  her,  for  a  brief  period 
of  time,  one  of  his  own  spirit 
children,  to  train,  guide  and  direct. 
The  most  powerful  method  of 
teaching  is  by  example. 

When  children  are  very  young, 
we  as  parents  are  prone  to  under- 
estimate their  alertness  and 
mental  capacity.  They  watch  and 
imitate  our  every  word  and  action. 
Has  your  child  ever  checked  you 
on  a  'little  white  lie'  with  the  ques- 
tion, "Mother,  why  did  you  tell 
that  person  a  fib";  or,  "Mother, 
you  don't  always  tell  the  real 
truth!"  You  are  setting  an  example 
when  you  minimize  the  child's  age 
on  a  bus  or  train  in  order  to  save 
a  few  pence;  or  exaggerate  his  age 
to  enable  him  to  gain  employment ; 
or  tell  some  person  you  forgot  to 
do  a  certain  thing,  when  in  truth 
you  hadn't  intended  doing  it;  or 
excuse  yourself  by  saying  you  have 
an  appointment  which  doesn't 
really  exist,  and  in  countless  other 
little  ways.  The  theory  that  we 
will  do  this  and  that  and  no  one 
will  be  the  wiser,  leaves  its  impres- 
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sion  and  dulls  the  conscience.  It 
conforms  too  closely  to  the  scrip- 
ture found  in  2  Nephi  28:  8,  "And 
there  shall  also  be  many  which 
shall  say :  Eat,  drink  and  be  merry, 
nevertheless,  fear  God  —  he  will 
justify  in  committing  a  little  sin; 
yea,  lie  a  little,  take  the  advantage 
of  one  because  of  his  words,  dig  a 
pit  for  thy  neighbour;  there  is  no 
harm  in  this;  and  do  all  these 
things,  for  tomrrow  we  die;  and  if 
it  so  be  that  we  are  guilty,  God  will 
beat  us  with  a  few  stripes,  and  at 
last  we  shall  be  saved  in  the  king- 
dom of  God." 

In  the  home  we  should  instill  in 
a  child  the  power  of  truth  —  the 
desire  to  do  the  right  and  honour- 
able thing  regardless  of  the  con- 
sequence. 

As  mothers  our  example  must  be 
as  far  as  possible  a  perfect  one.  We 
should  live  lives  which  our  sons 
and  daughters  will  have  a  desire  to 
emulate.  What  greater  tribute  can 
a  mother  have  paid  to  her  than  to 
say,  "If  I  can  just  be  like  my 
mother,"  or,  quoting  Lincoln,  "All 
that  I  am  I  owe  to  my  darling 
mother".  Contrast  this  with  the 
child  who  is  forced  to  make  excuses 
for  his  or  her  mother's  action  in 
an  attempt  to  be  loyal.  They  do 
what  seem  to  be  queer  things  in 
order  to  cover  the  hurt  pride 
which  they  keep  deep  inside  be- 
cause they  are  ashamed  of  mother 
or  what  she  does. 

Your  offspring  feel  that  because 
they  are  your  children  they  will 
probably  be  as  weak  or  as  strong 
as  you  are.  Our  condemnation  in 
the  next  world  can  be  severe  when 
we  look  back  and  see  where  we  in- 
fluenced our  children  wronglv  by 
our  actions  and  attitudes.  Noth- 
ing gives  a  youth  a  greater  sense 
of  security  than  to  know  he  has  a 
good  heritage;  to  feel  that  mother

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LIMITATIONS 


DURING  the  past  century  many 
of  the  discoveries  of  Science 
have,  in  large  measure,  been  in 
conflict  with  the  teachings  of  the 
Church.  This  has  and  will  cause 
many  people  to  reject  the  Gospel. 
The  so-called  conflict  of  Science  and 
Religion  must  be  regarded  as  the 
most  serious  question  of  our  time. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  nearly  all 
intellectual  conflicts  can  be  resolved 
by  the  application  of  precise  defini- 
tions to  the  concepts  that  are  in- 
volved. I  feel  that  the  basis  of  this 
so-called  conflict  is  that  very  few 
people  have  a  clear  idea  of  what 
Science  is  and  what  the  limits  of 
Science  are.  For  this  reason  I  am 
going  to  define  Science  in  some 
detail. 

Science  is  generally  regarded  by 
most  people  as  the  search  for 
truth.  This  is  true  but  incomplete 
because  this  definition  can  be 
applied  to  any  field.  To  define 
Science  we  must  know  what  kind  of 
a  search  is  involved  and  what  truths 
are  sought. 

I  shall  first  consider  the  type  of 
search  that  is  employed  by  scientists. 
The  most  usual  way  of  finding  truth 
is  by  deduction  or  reasoning.  An 
example  of  deduction  is:  if  John  is 
older  than  Jack  and  younger  than 
Bill  then  Jack  is  vounger  than  Bill. 
In  more  difficult  problems  the 
reasoning  is  much  more  complex  but 
the  process  is  the  same.  Deduction 
is  the  best  process  of  finding  truth 
because  it  leads  to  irrefutable  con- 
clusions provided  the  reasoning  is 
sound.  Unfortunately,  therein  lies 
the  difficulty  because  as  humans  it 
is  verv  easv  to  make  mistakes  in 
reasoning  which  are  very  difficult  to 
detect  and  so  we  can  be  lead  to 
highly  incorrect  conclusions.  The 
Greek  philosophers  sought  to  find 
the  meaning  of  life  by  deduction 
and  obtained  ridiculous  ideas  be- 
cause their  reasoning  was  unsound. 

Science  arose  during  the  seven- 
teenth century  as  an  attempt  to  find 
a  means  of  finding  truth  that  was 
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suited  to  human  capacities.  Deduc- 
tion was  rejected  and  the  process  of 
induction  was  substituted.  The  pro- 
cess of  induction  consists  of  taking 
a  number  of  observations  (the  more 
careful  and  numerous  the  observa- 
tions, the  more  reliable  the  process) 
and  assuming  the  result  to  be  always 
true.  For  example,  let  us  assume 
that  we  know  nothing  about  the 
sun  except  that  it  exists.  Each 
morning  we  observe  that  when  the 
sun  rises  we  feel  warmth,  so  we 
assume  that  this  will  always  be  true. 
We  have  no  logical  reason  to  con- 
clude this;  we  can  only  say  that  it 
always  has  been  true  and  it  will 
always  be  so.  In  this  case  the 
assumption  is  correct  but  induction 
need  not  always  lead  to  correct  con- 
cepts because  we  may  not  have  taken 
all  factors  into  consideration.  The 
process  of  the  scientist  is  the  same, 
only  on  a  more  soohisticated  scale. 
He  repeatedly  performs  an  experi- 
ment and  by  induction  assumes  the 
result  to  be  a  fact  of  nature.  Using 
this  induction  as  a  basis,  he  draws 
conclusions  and  tests  these  by  a 
new  series  of  experiments.  If  the 
experiments  verify  his  conclusions 
then  his  faith  in  his  induction  is 
increased  and  he  makes  an  induction 
on  the  new  experiments  and  repeats 
the  process.  If  his  conclusions  are 
not  verified  he  rejects  his  induction 
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OF   SCIENCE 


and  begins  with  a  new,  more  in- 
volved induction.  To  illustate  this 
let  us  return  to  the  case  of  our 
observations  of  the  sun.  We  have 
noted  that  we  feel  warmth  when  the 
sun  rises  and  assume  this  to  be  true 
always,  concluding  that  the  sun  is 
the  source  of  the  warmth.  From 
this  we  reason  that  when  the  sun 
sets  we  should  feel  cooler  and  we 
make  an  observation  which  confirms 
our  reasoning  and  so  we  feel  justi- 
fied in  associating  warmth  with  the 
sun.  Science  is  then  a  slow,  gropii. 
process  ideally  suited  to  the  limi  r 
mental  capacities  of  the  human  race 
because  of  the  frequent  checks  pro- 
vided by  experiments. 

This   brings   us   to   the   first   and 

most  important  limitation  of 
Science.  If  a  scientist's  induction  on 
a  series  of  experiments  seems  veri- 
fied by  a  new  set  of  experiments 
then  this  does  not  prove  the  induc- 
tion to  be  correct.  The  so-called 
"facts  of  Science"  are  in  no  sense 
facts  but  are  merely  assumptions 
that  have  not,  as  yet,  been  proven 
incorrect.  At  any  time  a  new  ex- 
periment might  be  performed  that 
will  prove  the  induction  wrong. 
Science  cannot  prove  anything  to  be 
true  but  can  only  prove  things  false. 
Unfortunately,  we  often  lose  sight 
of  this  and  attach  too  much  credu- 
lence  to  the  findings  of  Science. 

Secondly,  we  should  consider 
what  truths  the  scientist  seeks.  Since 
the  process  employed  is  induction 
and  verification  by  experiment,  only 
those  concepts  that  are  capable  of 
experimental  verification  are  sought. 
Within  Science,  most  of  the  religious 
and  philosophical  abstractions,  such 
as  love,  kindness,  and  morality,  lose 


meaning  because  they  are  not  of  a 
tangible  nature  and  thus  cannot  be 
put  to  experimental  tests.  Unfortu- 
nately, men  of  immature  thinking 
conclude  that  these  concepts  are 
without  any  meaning  and  reject 
them.  As  a  result  our  society  is 
largely  v/ithout  spiritual  values. 

The  second  limitation  of  Science 
is  then,  as  we  have  seen,  that 
Science  is  incapable  of  dealing  with 
truths  that  are  of  a  non-tangible 
nature.  These  truths  are  those 
which  are  of  most  meaning  in  our 
lives  and  no  thinking  person  can 
ignore  them. 

After  having  considered  these  two 
limitations  I  would  like  to  tell  the 
future  by  looking  into  the  past.  In 
the  late  1890's,  a  famous  physicist 
by  the  name  of  Michaelson 
addressed  a  scientific  society  and 
said,  in  substance,  that  Physics  had 
solved  every  problem  of  nature  and 
that  there  was  nothing  left  to  dis- 
cover. Yet  less  than  ten  years  later 
Michaelson's  world  was  shattered. 
By  1905  every  law  of  Physics  that 
Michaelson  believed  in  was  shown 
to  be  incorrect  or  at  least  highly 
incomplete.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
those  concepts  of  Science  that  are 
at  variance  with  the  Church  of 
Christ  will  be  shown  to  be  just  as 
incorrect. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  say 
that  in  spite  of  its  limitations 
Science  is  the  most  reliable  process 
for  finding  truth  that  has  been 
developed  by  man.  But  herein  lies 
the  core  of  the  problem.  Science  is 
the  product  of  man  and  has  the 
failings  of  man.  The  Church  is  of 
God  and  is  superior  to  Science.

This  statement  coming  from  a 
prophet  of  the  Lord  gives  cause  for 
serious  consideration. 

We  are  all  agreed  that  the  world 
needs  changing,  as  daily  we  are 
becoming  more  involved  in  matters 
pertaining  to  hatred  and  war. 
Everyone  feels  quite  sure  that  war 
is  coming,  but  no  one  seems  to 
know  why. 

President  McKay  has  given  the 
key:  "the  world  needs  a  spiritual 
awakening."  This  places  the  re- 
sponsibility on  the  individual,  as 
spirituality  can  only  come  through 
ridding  ourselves  of  carnal  desires 
and  accepting  and  living  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  question  arises  —  what  are 
these  things  we  designate  "carnal" 
and  "spiritual?"  Let  us  consider 
a  few;  under  carnal  we  have  appe- 
tite, lust,  power,  wealth,  anger,  dis- 
honesty, selfishness,  pride,  greed, 
adultery,  wars  and  murder.  Under 
spiritual:  love  of  God  and  neigh- 
bour, kindness,  tolerance,  charity, 
honesty,  obedience,  chastity,  faith, 
meekness  and  humility. 

The  two  great  contrasts  we  have 
in  the  scriptures  are  represented 
in  "the  temptation  of  the  Saviour" 
and  "the  Sermon  on  the  Mount". 
When  Satan  tempted  Jesus  after 
His  forty  days  spent  in  fasting  and 
prayer,  he  appealed  to  the  carnal 
desires:  1,  appetite;  2,  pride;  3, 
power.    These  things  are  powerful 


portrays  attributes  that  if  pos- 
sessed by  mankind  would  bring 
about  a  condition  of  moral  and 
spiritual  regeneration.  These 
attributes  are  sadly  lacking,  yet  it 
need  not  be.  There  is  a  way  to 
obtain  spirituality  and  it  is  with- 
in the  scope  and  reach  of  all  of  us. 

How  then  do  we  obtain  this 
spiritual  life?  The  answer  is  very 
simple:  "through  living  the  Com- 
mandments of  God." 

I  realise  that  by  a  great  many 
people  commandments  are  looked 
upon  as  "restrictions".  On  the  con- 
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trary,  commandments  have  been 
so  designed  by  the  Lord  to  satisfy 
the  natural  urges  of  the  spirit. 
They  are  in  very  deed  our  greatest 
friends.  "Commandments  do  not 
take  away  they  add  to." 

"They  do  not  take  away  free 
agency  —  they  make  men  free." 

"They  do  not  destroy  happiness, 
they  give  us  peaceful  and  joyous 
living." 

"They  are  stepping  stones  for  the 
building   of   character."

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can  be  no  question  about. the  im- 
portance of  commandments  in  our 
lives.

It  follows  there- 
fore that  a  spiritual  awakening 
cannot  come  until  man  turns 
from  his  carnal  ways,  through  the 
simple  process  of  doing  the  things 
that  will  produce  these  spiritual 
attributes  before  mentioned. 

The  Lord  has  said,  "Wherefore, 
verily  I  say  unto  you  that  all 
things  unto  me  are  spiritual,  and 
not  at  any  time  have  I  given  unto 
you  a  law  which  was  temporal; 
neither  any  man,  nor  the  children 
of  men !  neither  Adam,  your  father 
whom  I  created." 

What  is  the  explanation  of  this 
passage.  It  is  simply  that  every 
temporal  commandment  given,  has 
spiritual  application  or  in  other 
words,  obedience  to  a  law  of  the 
Lord  produces  a  spiritual  attribute 
or  inclination. 

To  illustrate  how  spirituality  is 
produced  in  our  lives,  let  us 
examine  a  few  commandments.  I 
will  first  list  the  commandment 
and  then  the  spiritual  application. 

1.   Love    the    Lord    Thy    God- 


by   President    Glen    G.    Fisher 

9.   Word  of  Wisdom  —  Cleanli- 
ness, obedience. 
10.   Service   in  the    Kingdom    of 
God  —  Love,  charity. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  God's 
laws,  but  it  can  be  readily  seen 
what  obedience  to  them  would  do 
for  the  world.  It  would  be  well 
for  all  of  us  to  examine  ourselves 
in  the  light  of  the  above-mentioned 
commandments  and  their  spiritual 
application  and  determine  if  we 
meet  the  requirements  of  a 
spiritual  person.  We  should  be 
examples  to  the  world  and  to  our 
neighbours  and  thus  be  instru- 
ments in  the  hands  of  the  Lord  in 
bringing  about  the  spiritual 
awakening  President  McKey  hopes 
for.
